of the ancient people of Ynoatan h*w* 
been rout to the world, they have left 
behind them memmooata by whioh it Is 
not difficult to determine the f»ct that 
In many respect* they were of a won- 
derful aa well as a warliloe raw pre- 
vious to the dtaoovery of the country 
in l»0o. That they were warlike the 
early European UHlwntnrvrs fotiDd to 
tlielr cost, but apart from that all 
along the low-lying ooaert of Ynoatan 
and extending inland are foend small 
watch-towers of stone, standing on 
terraced wound*, ao arranged that 
tidings of forays of enemies oould 
easily be oonveved from one to the 
other. In addition, mural paintings <if 
warrior* in battle-array have been nu- 
merously found. The wonderful char- 
acter of the people is amply demon- 
strated by the nrine of their cities. 
All of those are declared by the Phila- 
delphia Ledger to display remarkable 
architectural ability. Mae*ive in struc- 
ture, intricate, rich aod grotemjoe in 
carving, many of theAe building" «tan<l 
bodajf almost ra their entirety, though 
•ly or quite 8ve hundrtxl yvaiu harts 
passed away since thetr erection. Ami 
all this rich carving and general stone 
ttintf was done by chisels of nephrite 
and mallets of wood.

LIBERTY BELL 

It Is Successfully Cast, Thurs- 
day, at Troy, N. Y. 

Thirteen Thousand Pounds of Molten 
Metal Poured In the Mold. 



• World's Fair. 

Thot. N. Y., June S3.— At ttiia Thurs- 
day evening Miss Eugenia P. Mencel; 
daughter of Clinton- II. Meneely, let 
loose a flood of metal at her father's 
foundry, which when cool, will be the 
Liberty Bell of this country. And the 
molten mass that flowed at her com- 
mand was composed of patriotic mate- 
rial, iinpleioenteof warfare, material of 
the most historic. Interest swords that 
have been used In battle, mutal identi- 
fied with every progress, invention and 
science, re mom bra noes and love- gifts. 

The time for the casting was sat at i 
©"clook in the afternoon, but owing to 
the damp atmosphere the furnaoe did 
not draw well, and it was 8:«3 when the 
boilim? metal bubbled over the top of 
the mold. It was originally Intended 
that Mr*. Cleveland would touch a but- 
t-m at Uray Gables, whereby electrical 
apparatus at the foundry would be set 
in motion, releasing the metal from the 
furnace, but Mrs. Cleveland was In 
poor health and could not venture out 
in the storm and gale whioh prevailed 
at liuixard's hay. The mold of the bell 
was not visible prior to the casting, 
but wae Imbedded in tho earth }ust in 
front of the f urtutcu. 

When the committees arrived at the 
foundry aU they could see was the 
great furnaoe filled with 13,000 pounds 
of molten metal, melted by the use ol 
coal furnished free by the state of Penn- 
sylvania Then there was a small hole 
In the earth Just In front of th* fur- 
nace, and Into this tho molten mutal.

mold was full, the fiery mass began to 
spread out over the ground Then the 
flow was stopped, and Mr. Menoely 
announced that the bell was oast For 
ton hours it will have to stay in the 
earth, so as to allow ft to cool off suffi- 
ciently to handle. 

It will be polished, and will then bo 
ready for transportation. The cost of 
the bell, delivered In Chicago, will be 
fcvfiOO. It will be rang for the first 
time In that city. H. Walter Webh, 
third vice president of theCentral Dud- 
son railroad, has placed at the disposal 
of the committee in charge a special 
car for the transportation of the bell to 
Chicago. It la intended to have the car 
atop at various phioaa
